Nor had he the leaft 
Gleam of Light, in this dark Affair, for forty Years. 
Yetit afterwards appeared to be full of the wonderful 
Wiſdom of God, as we have betore obſe:ved. And 
no deubt, Moſes ſaw it, to his abundant Satisfaction. 
Bor as for the Inhabitants of Egypt, when they 
heard that Pharaoh, their grand Monarch, and all 
his Hoſts were drowned in the Red Sea——And as 
for the Iſraelites, whoſe Carcaſes were doom'd to 
fall in the Wilderneſs—theſe Diſpenſations were to 
them ſe dark, and they in ſuch a Temper, that 
it was near or quite impoſſible, they ſhould ſee the 
Wiſdom of God in them. Nor was it ſtrange, they 
could not ſee. But this leads me to add. 
2. THAT it is not at all ſtrange, that God's Con- 
duct in the Permiſſion of Sin ſhould appear ex- 
ceeding dark to us, how wiſe, glorious and beautiful 
ſoever it is in itſelf, and in the Eyes of God. 
| (i.) Becauſe our Views of God's grandPlan are ſo very 
impertect. When God has finiſhed his Scheme, all 
\ holy Beings will eaſily ſee the Beauty of it. For 
then it will appear, what he had in View, and how 
wiſely every hing was ordered to anſwer the no- 
bleſt and beſt Ends. It was eaſy, when Jacob be- 
held Joſeph Governor over all the Land of Egypt, 
for him to ſee thro' an Affair, which before, for a

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long Courſe of Vears, had been abſolutely inexpli- 
enble. Beſides—(2.) It is not ſtrange, that God's 
preſent Plan of Government appears ſo dark to us, 
however divine and glorious it is in it ſelf, conſider- 
ing how ill a Taſte we have. It is not to be expe&t- 
end, that fallen Creatures, greatly alienated from the 
Deity, and of a Temper quite contrary to his, ſnould 
be ſuited with his Plans of Government. If wieked 
Mien are Enemies to God, and Enemies to his Law, 
as the Scriptures teach; they are not in a Capaci 
to-diſcern the Beauty of a Plan all over divine. It 
| was not ſtrange, that the Egyptians could not ſee the 
| . Wiſdom of God in the Overthrow of Pharaoh and 
| | His Hoſts. Nor was it ſtrange, that the wicked If- 
__ > racelites were ſo far from ſeeing the Wiſdom of God 
in dooming their Carcaſes to fall in the Wilderneſs, 
that they were rather diſpoſed to blaſpheme his 
Name. Yea, they began their Blaſphemy before 
they received their Doom. And when they might 
have gone right on to Canaan, had it not been their 
own Fault, they began to ſay, that God had brought 
them gut of Egypt on Purpoſe to deſtroy them. + 
Juſt as ſome deſperate Sinners, who are deaf to all 
the Calls of the Goſpel, and refuſe to march for the 
_ heavenly Canaan, ſometimes in Fits of Horror, 
are ready to think, that God made them on Purpoſe 
to damn them. It is eaſy for us to fee the Unrea- 
ſonableneſs and Perverſeneſs of the Children of 
Iſrael, and impenitent, obſtinate Sinners are evident- 
ly quite as much to Blame: but you cannot make 
them ſee it; nor could Moſes make the Iſraelites ſee 
it in their Caſe. Nor is it to be expected, that Crea- 
tures, ſo far ſunk into Depravity and Guilt, will ke 
dilppige to juitity-God and bis Ways, altho” all his 
Diſpenſations are ever ſo wiſe and juſt. But then 
their Diſlike to the divine Government, be it ever ſo 
1 „%%% Ro Ea hedo .

For it is be- 
yond the Power of any finite Intelligence to look 


immediately into God's Heart, as we can into our 


own, and view and contemplate the divine Perſec- 
tions as they ate. in the divine Eſſence. Yea, we 
can have no Idea at all of the divine Eſſence. Yea, 
we can have no [de a even of the Eſſence of our 
own Souls. The uimoſt we can do, by Way of 
immediate Intuition, is to perceive our Thoughts, 
and thence diſcern the habitual Inclinations of our 
Hearts. Andh if we could look into God's Eſſence, 
and ſee all his Thoughts, we might thence learn 
his Nature, without any Mani ketten whatſoever, 
We mi ighe know God s Heart, by immediate” Tntui- 
tion, as we Tan our on, But this is abſolutely 

. - impoſkble, 
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impoſſible... We cannot look into the Hearts of 
our FellowCreatures : much leſs; can we into God's 
Heart. Neither God's Thoughts, nor any of his 
Views, nor any of his Deſigns eould ever have been 
known, had he given no Manner of Manifeſtation 
of himſelf. Thoſe Thoughts and Purpoſes in his 
Heart which he has not manifeſted,cannot be found 
out. Greatneſs of Genius is no Help in this Caſe. 


Sir . aac Newton could: net tell when the Day of 


Judgment would be, ſooner than the greateſt Idiot. 
Yea, as God had not revealed it, ſo of that Day and 
Eur knew no Han; no, not the Angels, neither the Sou, 
but the Father only. Mar. XII. 32. Even the Man 
Chriſt Jeſus, now in his exalted State in Heaven, 
cannot look into the divine Eſſence, and ſee the 
ſecret Thoughts in God's Heart. If he comes to 
the Knowledge of theſe Secrets, it is by divine Com- 
munication : as; is plain from Rev. I. 1. The Revela- 
tion of Feſus Chriſt, which God GAVE unto Him. And 
if the moſt exalted Creature, by immediate Intuition, 


cannot look into Gad's Heart, ſo much as to diſcern 


one ſingle Thaught, then nothing can be known of 


God this Way. — In a Word, neither the Being of 


God, nor more nor leſs of any of his Perfections, 
could ever have been known, had there been abſo- 
lutely no Evidence at all of his Being, or of any of 
his Perfections: but no Evidence ever was had, or 
ever can be had in this Caſe, but what originally 
comes from him: therefore nothing can, be known 
of God, any further than he, ſome how or other,

Seaſon; and it is eaſy to ſee, tbat Gabriel muſt gain 
a Thouſand, or ten Thouſand, or rather perhaps a 
Million TFimses more Knowledge of the Nature of 
God, the moral Governor of the World, than that ſo- 
litary Spirit.
